LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House.

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 


House, 
(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 


to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses.

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 10% inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

(a) To provide a forum for the ex- 
change of agency management ideas and 
experiences to the end that the public 
may be better served by the legal reserve 
life insurance companies and their repre- 
sentatives in the Province of British Co- 
lumbia:

Ban { WHEREAS by section 766 
Campbell | of the Municipal Act, on the 
Minieer a recommendation of the Min- 
Municipal ister of Municipal Affairs, 
Affairs the Lieutenant-Governor in 
F Council may, by Letters Pat- 
ent, incorporate any area of land within 
a school district or districts, and the resi- 
dents therein, into a regional district, with 
such objects, powers, obligations, duties, 
limitations, and conditions as are deemed 
in the public interest and as provided by 
the Letters Patent and the said Act: 


- And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of the said section 766 have 
been duly complied with: 


Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the area 
of land hereinafter described and the resi- 
dents therein shall, on, from, and after 
the date hereof, be incorporated as a 
regional district under the said Municipal 
Act and under and subject to the provi- 
sions hereinafter contained or referred to: 


Division I.—Constitution 

1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of the 
“Regional District of Mount Wadding- 
ton.” 

2. The regional district shall comprise 
all that tract of land hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the point of intersection 
of the 51st parallel of north latitude with 
the 128th meridian of west longitude; 
thence north-easterly in a straight line to 
Cape Caution; thence easterly along the 
shore of Queen Charlotte Strait to the 
south-west corner of Lot 239, Range 2, 
Coast Land District; thence along the 
southerly and easterly boundaries of Lot 
239, the westerly and northerly bound- 
aries of Lot 241, and the southerly bound- 
ary of Lot 748 to the south-east corner of 
Lot 748; thence in a straight line to the 
nearest point on the southerly boundary 
of the watershed of Takush River; thence 
easterly along the southerly boundary of 
the watershed of the streams flowing into 
Takush River, Wycless Lagoon, and Long 
Lake to and along the southerly boundary 
of the watershed of Smokehouse Creek to 
the westerly boundary of the watershed of 
Seymour River; thence northerly along 
said boundary to the southerly boundary 
of the watershed of Machmell River; 
thence easterly along said boundary to the 
westerly boundary of the watershed of 
Klinaklini River; thence northerly and 
easterly along the westerly and northerly 
boundaries of the watershed of said river 
to the south-westerly boundary of that 
part of the watershed of Klinaklini River 
which lies above the outlet of Klinaklini 
Lake; thence south-easterly along said 
boundary (crossing Klinaklini Lake at its 
outlet) to the westerly boundary of the 
watershed of Mosley Creek; thence south- 
erly along said boundary to and along the 
westerly boundary of the watershed of 
Homathko River to the northerly bound- 
ary of the watershed of Stafford River; 
thence westerly and southerly along the 
northerly and westerly boundaries of the 
watershed of said river and continuing 
southerly and westerly along the easterly 
and southerly boundaries of the water- 
shed of the streams flowing into Knight 
Inlet to the most westerly point thereon 
which lies due east of the south-east cor- 
ner of Indian Reserve No. 5 (Lot 1526), 
Range 1, Coast Land District; thence 
west to said corner and continuing west- 
erly along the southerly boundary of In- 
dian Reserve No. 5 and its production 
thereof to the middle line of Call Inlet; 
thence south-westerly along the middle 
line of Call Inlet, Havannah Channel 
(passing to the east of Hull Island and to 
the south of Mistaken Island and Bockett 
Islands), and Port Harvey produced to 
the middle line of Johnstone Strait; thence 
easterly along said middle line to the 
point thereon which lies due north of 
the north-east corner of Lot 222, Rupert 
Land District; thence south to said cor- 
ner; thence southerly along the easterly 
boundary of said Lot 222 to and along 
the easterly boundary of the watershed of 
Adam River and the easterly and south- 
erly boundary of the watershed of Nimp- 
kish River to the most westerly point on 
the southerly boundary thereof which lies 
due east of the south-east corner of Lot 
1259; thence west to said corner; thence 
westerly and northerly along the south- 
erly and westerly boundaries of Lot 1259 
to the shore of Atluck Lake; thence con-

southerly boundaries respectively of the 
watersheds of the streams flowing into 
Klaskish Inlet and Brooks Bay to the point 
of land named Cape Cook; thence due 
west to the westerly boundary of the Prov- 
ince; thence north-westerly along said 
boundary to the Sist parallel of north 
latitude; thence due east along said paral- 
lel to the point of commencement. 

3. The member municipalities of the 
regional district are as follows:— 

(a) Municipalities: The Corporation of 

the Village of Alert Bay, District of 
Port Alice, District of Port Hardy, 
Village of Port McNeill. 

(b) Electoral areas: Electoral Areas A, 
B, C, and D, the boundaries of 
which are described in Appendix A 
attached to and forming part of 
these Letters Patent. 

4. The population deemed to be a vot- 

ing unit is 2,000. 

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as here- 
inafter provided, the Councils of the 
member municipalities, other than elec- 
toral areas, shall appoint their requisite 
Director or Directors, who shall hold 
office until the 3ist day of January, 1967, 
or until their respective successors are 
appointed, whichever is the later. 

6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected 
in the year 1966 in accordance with the 
provisions of section 772 of the Munici- 
pal Act; and until such Directors take 
office on the day prescribed in section 
773 of the Municipal Act, the following 
persons are appointed Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas: Electoral Area 
A—L. J. Wiebe; Electoral Area B — 
W. D. Moore; Electoral Area C—H. G. 
Barker; Electoral Area D—O. B. Hen- 
nigar. 

7. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be on the 22nd day of June, 
1966, at 8 p.m. in the Village Office at 
Port McNeill, B.C. 


8. The Returning Officer at the first 
election of elected Directors shall be the 
secretary of the regional district. 


9. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
year 1966 may in the aggregate equal 
$10,000 and shall be repaid out of the 
revenues of the current and subsequent 
year. 

10. The Regional Board shall provide 
for the repayment to the members of the 
incorporation committee of expenses nec- 
essarily incurred by them in connection 
with the incorporation of the regional 
district. 

11. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
pursuant to section 783 or 785 of that 
Act which has received third reading may 
be adopted at the same meeting of the 
Regional Board at which it passed third 
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reading, provided the motion for adoption 
receives an affirmative vote of a majority 
of the Directors having among them the 
majority of the votes. 


Division Il —Regional and 
Community Planning 


_ The provisions of sections 795 to 798p, 
inclusive, of the Municipal Act apply to 
the regional district. 


Division I] —Hospitals 


1. The regional district may by by-law 
establish a public hospital or hospitals 
within the meaning of the Hospital Act, 
and for that purpose acquire by purchase, 
lease, or otherwise, accept, and hold real 
and personal property within the regional 
district. The annual net cost attributable 
to this function shall be apportioned 
among the member municipalities on the 
basis of the assessment which may be 
taxed in the immediately preceding year 
for general municipal purposes in the mu- 
nicipalities and for school purposes in the 
electoral areas. 


2. The Regional Board may, by an 
affirmative vote of a majority of all of 
the Directors having among them a ma- 
jority of all the votes of the Regional 
Board, grant aid for the purpose of build- 
ing, enlarging, or equipping a hospital or 
hospitals within the regional district. The 
annual net cost attributable to this func- 
tion shall be apportioned among the mem- 
ber municipalities on the basis of the 
assessment which may be taxed in the 
immediately preceding year for general 
municipal purposes in the municipalities 
and for school purposes in the electoral 
areas. 


Division IV .—Parks and Recreation 


1. The regional district may acquire, 
develop, operate, and maintain regional 
parks, and for this purpose the provisions 
of the Regional Parks Act apply. 

2. The regional district may undertake 
a recreational programme, and for this 
purpose the provisions of section 631 of 
the Municipal Act apply. 


Division V.—Contract Services 


The regional district may undertake any 
work or service for and on behalf of any 
member municipality, other than an elec- 
toral area, or on behalf of an improve- 
ment district, upon such terms and con- 
ditions as are mutually agreed upon, pro- 
vided such work or service is within the 
powers of the municipality or the im- 
provement district, and provided that the 
entire cost of any such work or service 
shall be borne by the municipality or im- 
provement district concerned. 


Division VI.—Local Works and Services 


With respect to that part of the regional 
district not within a city, district, town, or 
village, the regional district has all the 
powers of a district municipality under 
Part XVI of the Municipal Act, except 
sections 589 and 590, and the provisions 
of the said Part, except sections 589 and 
590, apply mutatis mutandis.

to and along the southerly boundary of the 
watershed of Smokehouse Creek to the westerly 
boundary of the watershed of Seymour River; 
thence northerly along said boundary to the 
southerly boundary of the watershed of Mach- 
mell River; thence easterly along said boundary 
to the westerly boundary of the watershed of 
Klinaklini River; thence northerly and easterly 
along the westerly and northerly boundaries of 
the watershed of said river to the south-westerly 
boundary of that part of the watershed of Klina- 
klini River which lies above the outlet of Klina- 
klini Lake; thence south-easterly along said

shed of said river and continuing southerly and 
westerly along the easterly and southerly bound- 
aries of the watershed of the streams flowing into 
Knight Inlet to the most westerly point thereon 
which lies due east of the south-east corner of 
Indian Reserve No. 5 (Lot 1526), Range 1, Coast 
Land District; thence west to said corner and 
continuing westerly along the southerly boundary 
of Indian Reserve No. 5 and its production 
thereof to the middle line of Call Inlet; thence 
south-westerly along the middle line of Call Inlet, 
Havannah Channel (passing to the east of Hull 
Island and to the south of Mistaken Island and 
Bockett Islands), and Port Harvey produced to 
the middle line of Johnstone Strait; thence west-

the said middle line of Goletas Channel to a 
point thereon which lies due north of the north- 
west corner of Section 29 of Township 8, Rupert 
Land District; thence south to said corner; 
thence southerly along the westerly boundaries 
of Sections 29 and 20 to the south-west corner 
of said Section 20; thence westerly along the 
southerly boundaries of Section 19, Township 8, 
and Sections 24, 23, 22, 21, 20, and 19 of Town- 
ship 21 to the south-west corner of said Section 
19, Township 21; thence southerly along the 
westerly boundaries of Townships 21 and 20 to 
the south-west corner of said Township 20;
